Almost every other man who talks 
a bout the depression gets back to what 
he calls the "good times." And he will 
tell you that the mills of the north­ 
east and those who worked in the 
mills enjoyed their greatest prosperity 
under high tariff. 
Folks who thought that this busi­ 
ness of protection was gone and for­ 
gotten do not know. There is more 
of a sentiment for a high tariff among
